THREE OTHER BIG DEBATES DUE 


A group of determined women will take 
seats in the counci) gallery tonight for the 
purpose of beginning an eight monthe’ vigil 
over the aldermen of Chicago. More than 
seventy women are expected to be on hand, 
but the badge of leadership falls on the 
garbage committee of seven from the Wom- 
an's City club and Mrs. Wiliam Owen. They 
are pledged to he there. 

These women will be the outposts of the 
hundreds of thousands of women of Chi- 
cago empowered by the recent state leg- 
iglature to cast their ballots in the next 
city election of April, 1914. The council 
gallery group will carry pad and pencil. 
Women allotted to each alderman wil! keep 
a minute account of his activities for future 
reckoning. And the aldermen will be active 
tonight, for four big issues imipend. 


Issues Women Watch. 

These issues are: 

Contract for garbage disposal. 

Through routing of “LL” trains. 

Buren of efficiency inquiry. 

Maxwell street market manage- 
ment. 

The women are organized to force through 
the coundil some definite action on the city 
garbage question at tonight’s session. Miss 
Mary McDowell of the University of Chicago 
Settlement back of the yards,” {s the chair- 
man of the club committee which has pledged 
its appearance to look after this issue. 

May Make Demonetration. 

‘If no action is taken tonight by the alder- 
men on the garbage disposal question, a 
demonstration undoubtedly will be made by 
the women in the gallery. 

For weeks several organizations of women 
in Chicago have been accusing the aldermen 
of ulterior motives. The months of inaction 
now place the whole city in imminent Peril of 


left untouched in its alleys. 
contract with the Chicago Reduction com- 
pany expires on Aug. 31. That company is 
now said to be holding up the city in its de- 
mands for higher rate of pay, but no effort 
has been made to dispose of the garbage by 
other means. 


See Fatal Danger. 

The Woman's City club last week ap proved 
the stand of the council finance committee 
in asserting a renewal of the contract with 
the Reduction company for another two 
years, as is proposed in some quarters, would 
be fatal to the city wide improvement plan. 
They also protested against indiscriminate 
buying of incinerating plants without regard 
to the city as a whole. 

The finance committee is expected to force 
the garbage issue before the council tonight, 
despite efforts te keep the question off the 
floor. Members of the committee have said 
they would bring up the garbage contract 
in couneil if a reply is received from the 
| reduction firm regarding the mayor's pro- 
posal to renew the contract for two years, 
the city to pay for the installation of effi- 
cfent machinery to put the plant in up te 
date shape. If the company’s reply is satis- 
factory the committee ma; recommend a re- 
newal along the mayor's ideas. 


Bfiiciency Inquiry Debate. 

Council factions are said to be certain to 
clash over the projected bureau of efficiency 
investigation. Many women are interested 
in this issue. Roll calls will be demanded on 
every point, which insures a lengthy ses- 
sion. 

At the last council meeting a majority re- 
port of the finance committee was presented 
which’ recommended that the bureau of pub- 
lic efficiency, which is an independent, non- 
political body, be permitted to investigate 
all the city departments. A minority report 
from atiministration Democrats was also 
‘submitted, and advocated that such an in- 
vestigation be left to the efficiency division 
of the civil service commission. 

The Harrison forces are attempting to line 
ux the Sullivan Democrats with the adminis- 
tration by making it a party question. The 
latter are reported as hesitating because of 
the alleged threat of the Municipal Voters’ 
league that the roll call on the question will 
be used in the next aldermanic campaign. 


„L Discussion Pends.

BUI SARS DRIVEN | 


FROM ADRIANOPLE 


London Dispatches Say Turlts 
Entered City After Brief 
Conflict. | \ 


BULGARIA .. CEDES 


— 

LONDON, July A. The Turks have en- 
tered Adrianople after a brief conflict with 
the Bulgarian garrison, according to a Sofia 
dispatch to the Times. Bashi Bazouks are 
burning, pillaging, and committing atrocities. 

The Roumanian troops are advancing in an 
easterly directiog and threatening eastern 
Rumelia. 

The events of the last few days,“ adds 
the correspondent, indicate the complete 
collapse of the authority Of Europe 

The Servians and Greeks essayed to push 
their attacks on Friday and Saturday all 
along the line, but everywhere were re 
pulsed. 


Other Allies to Talk Peace. 

It is confirmed from Athens that Servia. 
Greece, and Montenegro are ready to partici- 
pate in the peace negotiations at Nish. 

Turkey, however, has introduced a new 
complication and has notified the Puropean 
powers of her intention to make the Maritza 
river the new frontier, giving, as her reasons, 
that she has always claimed this frontier, 
but that the powers set the claim aside in 
order to facilitate and expedite peace; that 
the porte would be prepared to settle the 
question by diplomatic means, but that the 
atrocities and vandalism of the Bulgarians 
in the occupied territories make it impossible 
to hope for a diplomatic settlement, and that 
new conditions arising from the last war be- 
tween the allies make it doubly necessary 
for Turkey to obtain a frontier guaranteeing 
safety to Constantinople and the Darde- 
nelles. 


Turkey Asks Aid of Powers, 

The porte promises not to cross the new 
Maritza frontier, and asks the powers’ as- 
sistance in establishing it so as to secure 
durable relations between Turkey and Bul- 
garia. 

It is not considered likely, however, that 
Europe will permit the decisions of the Lon- 
don conference thus to be thrust aside. 

Fighting of no great importance continues 
on the Greek and Servian fronts. In an en- 
gagement north of Nevrokop the Greeks cap- 
tured nine Bulgarian guns. 

A @spatch from Demir-Hissar says it is 
estimated that within three months 50,000 
persons have been slain in that district. The 
vast majority of the victims were Turks 


Bulgaria Cedes Territory. 

SOFIA, July 20,—On the advice of Austria 
and Russia, the Bulgarien government, with 
a view to securing peace, has offered Rou- 
menia an important cession of territory, 
which Roumania has accepted. It is an- 
nounced that an agreement has been reached 
whereby Roumania will participate in the 
general peace negotiations, and that it al- 
ready has sent delegates to Nish to arrange 
for an armistice. 


Turkey Orders Taking of Cities. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 20.—The sub- 
lime porte has issued forma! orders to the 
army to occupy Thrace and Adrianopie. 

In a note acquainting the powers with this 
decision it is announced that the new Turco- 
Bulgarian frontier will be the River Maritza. 
The porte saddles Bulgaria with responsi- 
bility for any fighting that may ensue.

FIVE DROWNED; | 
THOUSANDS SEE 
RESCUES ON LAKE 


Woman and Nephew Perish 
While Attempting to Reach 
Girl Who Saves Herself. 


BATTLE AGAINST HIGH SEA 


Huge Waves and Fierce Undertow 
Peril Bathers and Many Are 
Helped to Shore. 


TWO RESUSCITATED BY PULMOTOR 


— — 


Five persons drowned yesterday in Chi- 
cago and its suburbs—four losing their lives 
in Lake Michigan. 

A heavy sea on the lake, with waves that 
overturned small boats, beat down men and 
smothered them, and an undertow almost 
irresistible, caused most of the fatalities. 
Many persons were rescued by bathers and 
life savers during the day. 

Thousands of persons among the bathers 
who lined the beaches witnessed the rescues. 
Life savers declared the menacing waves, 
by keeping many of the pleasure boats at 
their moorings, prevented a much heavier 
list of accidents. 

Two Drown in Pocket. 

Among the tragedy victims were a woman 
and her nephew, who drowned together in an 
attempt to rescue the woman's daughter. 
The girl got beyond her depth in a pocket” 
The boy plunged in after her. He was 
caught in the same hole. The woman swam 
to their rescue, but she was overcome. Her 
husband, who followed, was forced to turu 
back. The girl finally swam to shore un- 
yided, while her mother and the nephew sank.

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If Senate Approves Plan Amer 
ica Will Be Dominant from 
Rio Grande to Panama.

Washington, D. C., July 20.—( Spec fal. 
Establishment by the United States of a pro- 
tectorate over Nicaragua, as prop sed by 
Secretary Bryan, involves momente us con- 
sequences for the American people and the 
world at large. 

It is accepted as constituting a de elaration 
of purpose on the part of the Wilso? 1 Adminis- 
tration to maintain peace and order upon 
the isthmus. 

It is regarded as a notification to Mexico 
of what this government will do unless peace 
and order are provided within ts territory. 

It is a plain, outspoken anv ouncement of 
the purpose of the United States to be the 
dominant power from the Rit» Grande to the 
southern confines of the repy.blic of Panama. 

Under the Bryan policy, FT he United States 
formally assumes the bur den for the pro- 
tection of foreign intere/ ts in Nicaragua, 
and inferentially underta/«es the responsi- 
bility for other Central /\merican republics 
and Mexico. 


Honduras and Salvador Balk. 

It became known te day that Mr. Bryan 
had offered to make t/ -eaties with Honduras 
and Salvador which ! would afford those re- 
publics the protection of*the United States 
under conditions that would enable this gov- 
ernment practically ,to control their foreign 
imtercourse and the, contracting of foreign 
loans The represe ntatives of Honduras and 
Salvador, to whorn Secretary Bryan made 
his proposition, dssclined to entertain it. 

In fact, Secreta ry Bryan heard Honduras 
and Salvador were incensed over the action 
of the United 9 /ates and Nicaragua in en- 
tering into the/compact. It is understood 
the secretary ef state responded to these re- 
ports by sendi/ag for Dr. Membreno, minister 
of Honduras, and Frederico de Mejia, min- 
ister of Salv ador, to whom he gave assur- 
ances that In making the treaty with Nica- 
ragua it we not the intention of the admin- 
istration to; discriminate against other Cen- 
tral American countries. He expressed a 
perfect willingness to make a similar treaty 
with Hojaduras and Salvador. 

Dr. Membreno left for Honduras on July 
2, for thie purpose, it is said, of consulting his 
govern ment with reference to the danger 
which, in his opinion, would come from per- 
mittirw the United States to gain 4 virtual 
sovereignty over Nicaragua. 

Ancording to Central Americans here, the 
Nicaraguan treaty will mean the end of the 
proposal to form a union of the five Central 
American states. It was once accomplished. 
but the federation did not last long. fac- 
tional troubles bringing it to an early end. 


Gives U. 8. Wide Control. 

The plan to extend an American protec- 
torate over Nicaragua if approved by the 
senate will place the United States in prac- 
tical control of not only the territory which 
includes Mexico, Guatemala, Honduras, Sal- 
vador, Nicaragua, and Panama, but of the 
Caribbean sea as well, regardless of the re- 
fusal of Honduras and Salvador to enter into 
the scheme. 

By its possession of Porto Rico and Culebra 
island, by ite financial protectorate over 
Santo Domingo, and its s nty over 
Cuba, this government commands in a mili- 
tary way most of the impo t entrances 
into and exits from the Caribbean sea. The 
naval base at Guantanamo is within strik- 
ing distance of every point in this great body 
of water. 

In the Pacific ocean it controls Hawaii, 
which has attained a tremendous military 
importance as a result of the construction 
of the Panama canal. 

With the acquisition of a protectorate over 
Nicaragua, which will be the result of the 
Bryan proposal to apply the Platt amend- 
ment in. force in the case of Cuba over the 
Central American republic, the United States 
must see that peace and order are main- 
tained therein. 

From Costa Rica and from Honduras and 
Salvador, revolutions have been inaugu- 
rated against Nicaragua, and from Nica- 
ragua revolutions have been initiated against 
the neighboring republics. These must 
cease. If they should continue the United 
States will be forced to prevent them, and 
this is a step toward the extension of the 
protectorate. 


Forges New Link in Power. 

In short, there is not a diplomat in Wash- 
ington who does not realize that the United 
States has forged another link in its chain 
of power to the south. The men foresee the 
time when the entire territory between the 
Rio Grande and the northern boundary of the 
republic of Colombia will be absolutely under 
the control of this nation. 

In view of the magnitude of the interests of 
the American people, it was regarded as a 
foregone conclusion that the day would come 
when they would assert their direct control 
in Central America. 

It was not believed, however, that the day 
would come during a Democratic adminis- 
tration, especially with Mr. Bryan occupying 
the office of ,secretary of state. His well 
known anti-imperialistic views would, it was 
believed, stop any forward march in the way 
of territorial acquisition or domination by 
the United States. 


Comes at Portentous Moment. 

The declaration as to Nicaragua comes 
at a portentous moment. The European 
powers are looking to the United States to 
protect their interests and citizens in Mex- 
ico. The Huerta government of Mexico is 
flirting with Japan for the purpose of em- 
barrassing the United States, and, in case of 
American intervention, of securing, if not 
assistance; at least the sympathy of that

City Map Chief Approves Only 


Ninety-seven of Long List 
Submitted by Experts. 


, ACTION UNDER CRITICISM. 


Edward P. Brennan Points Out 
Meaning of Nomenclature 
Proposed for Chicago. 


award P. Brennan, chairman of the City 
olub committee on street nomenclature, yes- 
terday announced a large number of the 
names of historical significance proposed by 
the subcomm! of the Association of Com- 
merce in su tution for the list in the alpha- 
betical plan of the city map department had 
been rejected by John D. Riley, superin- 
tendent of the department. 

The announcement caused much surprise 
and some indignation. It was believed at 
first that the substitutions advocated by the 
Association of Commerce had been approved 
practically as a whole by the council com- 
mittee on streets and alleys. It later de- 
veloped the subcommittee composed of Ern- 
est M. Cross, John Haderlin, and Frank Me- 
Donald had turned the list over to Mr. Riley 
for approval or rejection. 


7 Only 97 Approved. 

Ot the alphabetical list carefully prepared 
with the assistance of the Chicago and Wis- 
consin Historical societies and several his- 
torlans expert in Chicago tradition, only 
ninety-seven were approved by Mr. Riley- 
Forty-nine in the list- among them many 
names intimately associated with early Chi- 
cago—were rejected by Mr. Riley, who con- 
tended they did not correspond with his plan 
of alphabetical sequence in spelling. 

“The name Burley proposed in substitu- 
tion for Blanco for Superior avenue was re- 
jected by Mr. Riley because of the difference 
in the second letter of the two names,“ 

Mr. Brennan. Blanco has no meaning 
whatever, besides being a poor name for a 


Augustus Harris Burley, whom the sub- 
stituted name was to commemorate, came 
to Chicago in 1887. He organized the first 
fire company and secured $30,000 for the 


county for recruits at the opening of the civil 


war. He was a member of the board of pub- 
lie works and was city controller for seven 
years. It would be especially fitting that a 
city street be named for him. 


Some Names Unimportant. 

“ Some of the names approved are of com- 
parative unimportance. I was under the im- 
pression the whole list, with the exception 
of several names too hard to pronounce, had 
been recommended by the subcommitte for 
inclusion as an amendment to the ordinance 
passed on April 18 providing new names for 
the streets. I think a resolution should be 
passed by the city council approving the 
amendment. 

The subcommittee of the executive commit- 
tee of the Association of Commerce followed 
the alphabetical plan of the city map de- 
partment in the recommendation of histori- 
cal names. The list was compiled with the 
assistance of the Chicago Historical society, 
the Wisconsin Historical society, Prof. Reu- 
ben Gold, Prof. H. M. Wuiafe, Henry E. Leg- 
ler, librarian, Chicago public library; Col. 
Leroy F. Steward of the Chicago postoffice, 
and Reuben H. Dornelley cf the Chicago Di- 
rectory company. 

Other Names Rejected. 

Among ihe other names rejected by Mr. 
Riley are: 

Boone. instead of Bisbee, for Washing- 
ton place. Levi Day Boone came to Chicago 

1836 and was wayor in 1883. 

„ Cahokia. instead of. Clyde, avenue, for 
Elizabeth avenue. Cahokia was the first 
permanent white settlement in Illinois and 
was also the ne me of an Indian tribal group 
in Llinois. 

Hapker, instead of Hortense, avenue, for 
Edgewater place. Frederick Karl Franz 
Hecker, prominent in the German revolution 
of 1848, fled to America and setted in Illi- 
ois. He became an anti-slavery agitator 
and organized three regiments during the 
civil war, knownr-as Hecker's regiments. 

Jolhet, instead of Juniata. for Bryan ave- 
nue, in honor of Louis Joliet, explorer, who 
passed through Illinetis in 1673. 

Kearney, instead of. Kedvale, for Forty- 
first court. Gen. Philip Kearney, general 
in the Mexican and civil war, killed at the 
battle of Chantilly in 1%. He was the first 
to enter the City of Mexico. | 

Honor for Indian Chief. 

Keokuk, instead of K. dron, for Linden ave 
ue, in honor of Keokuk, chief of the Sac 
ard Foxes, friend of the whites and oppo- 
ment of Blackhawk, | 

Kickapoo tnstead of Klossmer avenue for 


' Forty-fourth avenue, in honor of the Kicka- 


poo tribe of Indians, who lived in Illinois. 

Benton instead of Kortum avenue for 
Forty-sixth avenue. in honor of Simon Ken- 
ten, hunter and explorer. 


Le Mai instead of Lochiel avenue for | 


Brock avenue, in honor of the French-Cana- 
dian first white settler of Chicago,, who oc- 
cupied a log cabin at the mouth of the Chi- 
cago rive; when Fort Dearborn was built. 

MeClellan instead of Madden for Crescent 
‘road. in honor of George B. McClellan, major 
general in the United. States. army and chief 
exgineér of th Illinois Central railroad, who 
died in 1888. 


FIRE PERILS UNION STATION. 


Blaze Originates in Cupola and Does 
* $20,000 Damage to Passen- 
| ger Terminal, 


The Union passenger station was threat- 
ened with destruction yesterday when fire 
originated from crossed electric wires in a 
cupola at the north end of the structure. 
Damage of $20 000 was caused. 

The fire spread downward through the 
walls to the main waiting room. It burned 
through the floor into the office of the train 
diepatcher cf the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad, and firemen had difficulty 
in reaching it.

„ Native Ways for Business. 


The American house which hopes to obtain 
customers among Central American ones 
must realize that methods obtaining in the 
United States are not satisfactory in Central 
America. If the American houses will teke 
the trouble to find the facts and conform to 


the trade. | 
The first question is the language one. 
While the amount of English spoken in Cen- 
tral America is surprising, the business 
houses will not carry on correspondence in 
that language. They naturally insist on 
Spanish. A salesman must know Spanish. 


‘He must be accustomed to the Latin-Amer- 


ican forms of politeness, which are carried 
into everyday business relations. 

These forms mean nothing. At bottom the 
politeness is not sincere, but it is insisted 
upon and without it nothing can be done. The 
Brusque, efficient method characteristic of the 
United States will always bring failure in 
Central America. 


Case of Exaggerated Importance. 


The Latin-American has an exaggerated 
idea of his own importance. Great care 
must de had at all times not to hurt his 
pride. A deference must be shown his 
wishes in small details. No this is the 
way we make it—take it or leave policy can 
possibly succeed. 

Having the proper kind of salesmen, and 
being willing to conform to the wishes of 
its customers, the next point is the terms 
which the house will grant to the customer. 

The three methods, of course, are: 

1. Draft with order. 

2. Draft against documents. 

3. Time draft for acceptance with docu- 
ments. 


Interest Rates Enormous. 

There are two points which materially 
affect this question. One is the enormous 
interest rates which obtain in Central Amer- 
ica, and the other is the great amount ‘of 
time which must elapse because of the poor 
communications between the sending of the 
order and the receipt of the goods. 

The interest rates vary from 10 per cent 
to 18 per cent. If the merchant sends a 
draft with an order he is paying this rate 
from the time his order is sent in. This, of 
course, adds considerably to the price at 
which he must sell his goods. 

If the method of draft against documents 
is used and the goods arrive ahead of the 
documents and are perishable there is a 
penalty as high sometimes as 50 per cent of 
the, value of the goods before they can be 
removed from the custom house. 

Also, the buyer having had to pay for his 
documents before be could get his goods 
from the custom house is paying the same 
high rate of interest as in the first case, ex- 
cept that in this case it is from the time he 
receives his goods until their sale. 


Time Draft Avoids Interest. 

In the case of time draft for acceptance 
with documents, the purchaser frequently 
has sold his goods by the time he has to pay 
for them. In this case he avoids paying the 
high rate of interest, and thus can sell at a 
lower price and with a greater profit to him- 
self. 

This question of payment has been the 
great stumbling block to the advancement of 
our trade. The German invariably allows a 
liberal time draft for acceptance with docu- 
ments. The American has too often insisted 
on a draft with order ora draft against docu- 
ments. Many long established Central 
American firms absolutely refuse to consider 
either of these. 

The merchant in the United States can 
afford to be liberal, because he can borrow 
money at such a low rate by comparison. 
Suppose, to allow a time draft, he has to bor- 
row money at 6 per cent. He can do so, add 
6 per cent to the price of the goods, and still 
enable the Central American tosell themata 
much lower price than he can possibly do 
when paying 10 to 18 per cent interest. 


Banking Connections Necessary, 
Each merchant, or the merchants of any 
locality, should have their own banking con- 
nections. Otherwise they will be discrimi- 
nated against. Mobile and New Orleans both 
do business in Central America. Mobile has 
no direct connection. Everything goes

through New Orleans, which discriminates 
against her. 

In Costa Rica a great deal of büsiness ie 
done through American commission houses. 
The rates are generally 5 per cent for time 
trading, 2% per cent for cash against docu- 
ments. Considerable business is done on the 
cash basis because of the liberal discounts 
offered. The recently established parcel post 
gives a great advantage in the cost of send- 
ing articles of small weight. 

One of the questions about which there 
has been considerable difficulty is the pack- 
ing of goods. It is one thing to pack goods 
when they go direct from platform to freight 
car and freight car to a steamer’s hold. It 
is a very different thing when they must 
be slung from a hold into a lighter along- 
side with a big sea running, then the lighters 
taken asore by cables which drag them 
through the surf until beached, where they 
are unloaded by hand. 


Landing Methods Bad. 


This is one of the Central American meth- 
ods. Another is to run the lighter alongside 
a wharf and then when it is bumped and 
pounded around by a heavy sea to unload 
it by means of small winches. In many 
cases, once ashore, there is no railroad on 
which the case can be shipped. Instead it 
will be jolted over very poor roads in a 
springless ox cart: 

As a result the large, light cases in which 
our merchants persist in shipping their 
goods are broken with an exasperating fre- 
quency. The cases should be much smaller 
and much stronger. Also they are frequent- 
ly so poorly packed inside that the articles 
are mixed up and broken even when the case 
is not. 

Another hindrance to trade which exists 
in some countries is a customs clique. The 
brokers and customs authorities will form 
a clique. The merchants who pay the most 
will have their goods from the ship into 
the customs house and out again perhaps 
the very day the goods are landed. The 
less paid the longer the merchant must wait 
for his goods. The big merchant can af- 
ford to pay and profit by this system. The 
lesser ones suffer correspondingly. 


Americans Took Over Customs, 


When the American authorities took over 
the custom house in Corinto, Nicaragua. 
it was full inside and had huge piles outside 
of goods which had been there over a year. 
The authorities were handling only about 
13,500 packages a month. It cost the mer- 
chant on an average of $3.50 a ton to get 
his stuff from the ship’s side through the 
customs. 

The American authorities established an 
arrastre plant, by which the customs au- 
thorities handled the goods and passed 
packages through in the order of their ar- 
rival. There are now being handled on an 
average of 42,000 packages a month at a 
cost to the merchant of slightly less than 
$1 a ton. 

The customs brokers of course objected 
to losing their graft. The attitude of the 
big merchants is shown by the fact that 
they joined the brokers in a petition te have 
the old system reéstablished. 


Syrian Peddlers Menace? 

There is one other point to be considered. 
That is the Syrian merchant. While his com- 
petition is perhaps not serious from the view- 
point of the American merchant doing a big 
business, it is to dry goods merchants in 
towns up to 80,000 inhabitants. 

They started by buying a few articles and 
peddling them. From this beginning they 
have built up a number of stores. These 
stores have peddlers all over the country. 
As they are thus selling directly to the na- 
tive, where foreign storekeepers are selling 
to the small native storekeepers, their ad- 
vantage is obvious 

They buy up the left over stock from foreign 
wholesalers and retailers and sell it to the 
natives on easy payments. 


Markets Open Soon. 

Central America is near us. As 4 market 
it is capable of immense development. While 
the governments with the exception of that 
of Costa Rica have done their best to hold 
back civilization, the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when these countries must be 
opened up. 7 

Whether we will reap the advantage of this 
opening or not rests entirely with ourselves. 
With a little care and a little energy we will.

Rail and Boat Combine Stifles 
Competition, Experts Say. 


PACKAGE TRADE IGNORED.

Independents Operate Under Terms of 
“Big Fellows,“ Is Charge.

Washington, D. C., July 20.—[{Special.J— 
Railway influence- exerted through tacit 
agreements and interlocking directorates has 
stified the naturally competitive water 
transportation of the great lakes, a¢cord- 
ing to a report which shortly will be made 
by the house committee investigating the 
shipping trust. 

The report will contain a recommendation 


that congress legislate to restore free compe- 


tition between the railroads and the great 
lakes water carriers. 

According to the 8 of the commit- 
tee, the immense bulk freight business on 
the great lakes is controlled largely by a 
combination so effective as to make operation 
by independents precarious in the extreme. 
Evidence shows, it is stated, that such inde- 
pendents as try to operate are compelled to 


| do so under terms dictated by the eombi- 


| 


nation. 


Package Business Ignored. 
The point, however, that appears particu- 
larly to have attracted the attention of the 
investigators is that while there is 4 vast 


no attention is paid to the package busi- 
ness. This, members of the committee be- 
lieve, is due entirely to the railway*infiu- 
ence. 

The investigation has convinced the com- 
mittee that the facilities for loading and 
unloading coal, iron ore, and other heavy 
bulk freight on the great lakes is not equaled 
on any other waters in the world. 

At the same time, the committee has dis- 
covered that in the last thirty-five years 
practically no improvements have been 
made in the methods of handling package 
freight. Experts who have examined this

While the members of the committee ap- 
parently have no documentary evidence 
proving a written understanding with the 
railroads, they believe they can prove that 
there has been a long standing gentlemen's 
agreement by which the vessel ownefs con- 
fine their. efforts largely to carrying bulk 
freight. leaving the package freight to the 
railways. 

The committee will urge action of some 
sort to compel real competition between the 
boat lines and the raliways. How this can 
be brought about is a problem concerning 
which the committee has reached no con- 


clusion.

Senate Combnittes to Resume 
Inquiry with Mulhall 
on the Stand. 


BAR CROSS QUESTION 


Attorneys for N. A. M. to Be Al- 
lowed to Put Questions 
Through Senators.

Washington. D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
With Col. Martin M. Mulhall again on the 
witness stand identifying and explaining his 
remarkable collection of documents the sen- 
ate lobby committee will resume tomorrow 
its study of the “ invisible government.” 

When the committee excused Mulhall Fri- 
day afternoon only 2,100 letters, expense ac- 
counts. and memoranda had been introduced 
in six and one half working days. The com- 
mittee expects to introduce 5,000 in all. 
Through fear that the investigation of the 
Mulhall charges alone will keep them in ses- 
sion all summer and most of the fall, the 
senators will abbreviate the process of in- 
troduction of exhibits and it is possible that 
a number of letters and documents orig- 
inally intended for presentation will be 
thrown out as unnecessary cumulative evi- 
dence, 

Bar Cross Questioning by N. A. M. 


Although no formal action nas been taken 


A. M. to be permitted to cross-examine wit- 
nesses, it now is certain that the request 
will be denied, although counsel for the N. 
A. M. will be permitted to ask questions 
through members of the committee. 

The committee hopes to conclude the di- 
rect examination of Mulhall within the next 
four days and the cross examine tion may be 
held down to three days.

The privilege of sending telegrams at pub-

lic expense is a congressional perquisite of 
long standing. That it has been abused no- 


toriously has been disclosed occasionally. 
The rule is that a senator or congressman 


may charge a telegram to public expense 
' whenever the context relates to urgent public 


business, This rule is supposed to be enforced 


by the accounts committee in the house and 


by the contingent expenses committee in the 
senate. 

These committees examine the telegrams 
sent by members and those messages which 
do not comply with the rule are rejected for 
payment by congress. The telegraph com- 
pany then sends its bill for the rejected mes- 
sages to the member. 


Would Abolish Perquisite. 
The judgment of these committees is the 
only bar to the public expense which a mem- 


der may incur in this way. There is no ar- 


bitrary limit, like the’ $125 of stationery al- 
lowed each member every session, and the 
mileage of 10 cents to and from Washington. 

Some members favor an arbitrary limit to 


telegraphic expenses or the abolishment of | 


the perquisite altogether. ‘1 hee is little pub-

Philadelphia, Pa., July 20 —What is said 
to be an archzological discovery of great in- 
terest to scholars the world over is announced 
by the Museum of the University of Penn- 
syivania. : 

It is a shattered tablet, upon particles of 
which, pieced together, are inscribed many 
of the missing laws from the code of King 
Hamurabi, who ruled Babylonia at a period 
estimated about 2100 to 2300 B. C. 

Most of the laws, as deciphered, refer to 
financial transactions, and one contains the 
germ from which, perhaps, sprang all bank- 
rupt laws of the last 4,000 years. Nocriminal 
statutes are expounded. 

The tablet, which is believed to be part of 
the oldest collection of laws and precepts 
extant, was found at Susa in the winter of 
1901-'02 by M. de Morgan, a French achzolo- 
gist, and brought here recently by an expedi- 
tion of the ‘university returning from Nippur, 
an ancient city in Babylonia, where the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has made extensive 
excavations. 


Ancients’ Bankruptcy Law. 

Dr. Arno Poebel of the University of Bres- 
lau, a distinguished oriental scholar, de- 
ciphered the much worn Babylonish char- 
acters. The law relating to bankruptcy says: 

“If a man has borrowed grain or money 
from the merchant and has neither grain nor 
money to pay back, but he has movable 
goods, he shall give whatever he has to the 
merchant in the presence of witnesses, ac- 
cording as [words missing) the merchant 
shall not refuse; he must accept.”

NIAGARA AT VICTORY’S SCENE.
